Over the Bloody Deeds

ODESSA, June 29.—Hundreds of rioters -were shot and many killed by 


troops during last night. Martial law has been proclaimed. Fires are still 
fcnrning at midnight, but there ivas a lull in the disorders at that time. 


HEAVY LOSS. 


Practically the entire harbor was gutted by the fires started by 1tfie mob 


last night. All the warehouses with large quantities of merchandise, as well as 
lour or five Russian steamers, were burned. 


^Probably 300 rioters were killed. Several Cossacks were also slain. 


he troops are rapidly restoring order. 
he losses are estimated at many millions of roubles. The remnants of 


the wi^arves and warehouses set on fire last night are still burning today and 
the city^ls enveloped in a thick cloud of smoke.

SEVERAL EXPLOSIONS. 


Several explosions occurred in the port during the night and fierce con- 


flicts took place between the troops and rioters. The dead are now reckoned 
In the hundreds. The hospitals are overflowing with wounded persons aud 
the medical aid available is quite inadecruate. The shops are closed and busi- 
ness and traffic is suspended. The streets are occupied by troops. 


Many residents are leaving Odessa. 


BODY ON QUAY. 


The body of Omiltchuk, the sailor executed on board the Russian battle- 


ship -Kniaz Potemkine, is,still exposed on the quay, where it was landed by 
the crew of the Kniaz Potemkine yesterday. 


.The. dead man's comrades, who demand that the remains shall be accord- 


ed military honors, actively fougrht on the 'side of -the rioters against 
the 


troops. 


MANY SOLDIERS. 


There are about 40,000 troops o£ all arms at Odessa, but there are no for- 


tifications in \vhich they could stand a siege if the rioters and mutineers got i 
the .upper hand. 


The Russians of Odessa, comprise scarcely one-third of the 600,000 in 


habitants of the city, about 150,000 people of the residents being Jews and the 
remainder Greeks, Armenians, Turks and people of various European nation- 
alities. In general the members of the lower classes- are persons of the most 
desperate character. 


The public at St. Petersburg has a suspicion of the grave events occurring 


at Odessa, but the radicals are spreading the news dilig&ntly. 


Insiders sold heavily on the Bourse today, but only during the latter part 


of the session, when rumors that something was wrong got abroad and prices 
fell sharply. 


COMPLETE ANARCHY. 


ST. PETBRSBUP.G, June 39, 4:50 p. m.—Shortly after noon an untlmed 


dispatch was received .here reporting that complete anarchy reigned at Odes- 
sa. The inhabitants were panic-stricken and were huddled together in the 
houses. -The streets were filled with frenzied workmen fighting the troops. 
The warehouses, quays and some of the shipping in the harbor were in flames. 


VOLLEYS EVERY FEW MINUTES. 


The correspondent of the Associated Press who forwarded this dispatch 


bad to make his way to the telegraph office through dense smoke, which cov- 
ered the city like a pall. He heard volleys every few minutes. In the dark- 
ness the mob was beginning the work of pillage and plunder, indicating that 
the dispatch was filed last night, but was delayed by the authorities.

MACHINE GUNS. 


The correspondents added that bluejackets with machine guns had been 


•landed from the battleship Kniaz Potemkine in the hands of the mutineers and 
then fought with the strikers behind barricades against the troops. Hundreds 
were killed and the hospitals were crowded 
with wounded. There were 


rumors, the correspondent also said, that some of the soldiers Had joined the 
mutinous sailors in fighting against the' troops, but he was unable to confirm 
this report.

key lie shook the gas fixtures a.nd t'.iis 
slightly jarred the electric attachment 
causing a small spark.1 In an instant 
the gas ignited and the whole -room 
was ablaze. Mr. ^Hallahan fought the 
flames alone and conquered, thoin. 


The unfortunate young .man saved 


his splendidly appointed home and ca- 
tering establishment, but sustained se- 
vere burns, to tie -effect of which lie 
could not rise superior. 


EARLY CAREER. 


The deceased was born in UU-ca, 


New York City, in 1ST3, and, accord- 
ingly, at the time of: his death, Mr, 
Hallahan was only injhis thirty-second 
year.

SEVEN MEN SHOT 


THE SOUTH. 


Lynchers Take Seven Negroes and 


One White From Prison- 


One Escapes Death. 


WATKINSvTLLE, Ga., June 29.—Eight prisoners -were taken from the lab 


here this morning; and seven shot to death by a mob of masked white men 
within 200 yards of the center of the town. 


Bight men were carried to the scene of the lynching, but one miraculously 


escaped death by falling to the ground when the volley was fired and feign- 
ing death.

Robinson, Sandy Price, Claude Elder, Bon Harris, Jim Yarley, all negroes, 
and Lon Aycock, white.

NEGRO FEIGNED DEATH. 


Joe Patterson, negro, feigned death and the mob left him, thinking he, 


too, had been riddled with bullets. 
. 


Four of the prisoners were charged with being implicated in the mur- 


der of Holbrook and his wife several weeks ago, and one was held for at- 
tempting criminal assault. The others were in jail on minor charges. The 
mob formed just after midnight and marched to the jail, where the keys were 
demanded. The demand was made at the point of rifles, and the jailer re- 
alized that resistance was useless. With the keys in their possession the 
men opened all the cells, and ordered the inmates out, 
and 
then lined 


them up, in_single file, tieing tliem with ropes. 


BOUND TO A FENCE. 


The prisoners, eight In number, were marched to a corner lot within 200 


yards of the jail, and in the heart of the town, where they were bound to .a, 
fence with their hands tied behind them. 
.The work had been so-quietly 


done that the sleeping residents of the town had not been aroused. 


At a command by the leader the mob stepped il>ack a few paces, took de- 


liberate aim and fired a volley from rifles, shotguns _and pistols into the line 
of prisoners. 
Every man in front of the mob fell at the first volley. 
* 


MOB DISPERSED. 


Believing its work had been made complete, the mob quickly dispersed. 
An examination by the jailer who had been forced by the mob to ac- 


company it to the scene of the execution, showed that seven of the men 
had been riddled .with bullets, but Joe Patterson was found to have been 
only slightly injured. 


Patterson's escape from death was almost a miracle, for the fence post 


to which he had been bound was torn into fragments by the bullets. 


He possessed the presence of mind to fall with his ill-fated compan- 


ions and remain motionless upon the ground. 


TOWN AROUSED. 


The rattle of the volley aroused the town. 
Scores of citizens sprang 


from their beds to find the mob nowhere in evidence, however. 


The strength of the mob has been variously estimated. The jailer said 


that there were many armed men, all wearing masks. 


He said he delivered the keys to the men, believing It was better to do 


that than tp'resist, which he "was told would mean the, dynamiting of the 
prison.

Lindpaintner was one of those who be- 
lieved General Stoessel's repeated decla- 
rations that he would never surrender 
Port Arthur. A few days before the cap- 
itulation 
the photographer took 800 


rubles to the bank and deposited them 
with the rest of his earnings, amounting 
altogether to some 7000 rubles, or S3SOO. 
At this time the bank officials were doing 
business in the cellar, the handsome front 
offices of the bank having been reduced 
:o kindling wood by two large Japanese 
deposits in the shape of • eleven-inch 
shells.

WHAT A WRECK 


COSTS CORPORATIONS 


CHICAGO, June .29.—The wreck of 


the Twentieth Century limited on the 
Lake Shore last week cost 
$771,000 


This is the' estimate made today, fol- 
lowing the disbursement by two life 
insurance companies of $266,000 to the 
heire of the dead. Of this sum $100,- 
000 was paid on life policies and $166,- 
000 on accident policies. There remains 
to be paid by the life insurance com- 
panies for the deaths in this wreck 
$150,000. 


How much the railway company is 


affected by .the wreck is something of 
a question, but figures among loca 
railway and insurance men today show 
that $95,000 -will be paid fcr the deaths 
without litigation; injury claims ar 
estimated , to represent at the presen 
time without litigation $200,000;

Safe of Undrawn Poultry Condemned 


The State Board of Health has adopted resolutions denouncing 


the sale of undrawn frozen fowls, which were declared to be unfit for 
food and dangerous to health 
The resolubons declared that all ani- 


mals killed for fo&d should be drawn as soon as slaughtered^ that 
traffic in frozen as well as other undrawn fish and fowls is inimical to 
public health, and should be stopped by enforcement of Section 383 of 
the Penal Code. The attention of all local health officers was called 
to this subject, with a hint that they ought to be vigilant in the dis- 
charge of their duty. 
, , 
This points to a much needed reform in the prevailing method of 


marketing poultry and fish in this State, The municipal regulations 
are so spasmodically and inadequately enforced that large quantities 
of animal food and fish are publicly sold after passing the first stages 
of decay 
The consequences to health can easily be imagined. 


But in particular the custom of selling fowls undrawn is to be 


reprehended. It is unclean in the first place, and injures the flavor 
and hastens decay in the second. Most States prohibit the practice 
and it should be prohibited here. It is to be hoped that the btat< 
Board of Health will not pause till it has put an end to the filthy and 
evil custom. 


Already one nearly fatal accident has happened through the ex 


plosion of firecrackers. It is by rare good fortune alone that Mrs 
Matilda Brown, prominent in society and charity work, was not kille- 
in the runaway resulting from exploding firecrackers and a weddm 
party turned into an assemblage of mourners. The accident last nigh 
was'but a precursor of others if explosives are to be burned in th 


' 
streets without restriction. Last Fourth of July 183 persons lost thei 
lives and nearly 4,000 others were injured throughout 
the 
Unite 


States by the reckless discharge of explosives. It is lime this destruc- 
tion of life and piopert> and waste of matey were stopped.

If Russians and Japanese really nego- 


tiate their peace agreement at Wash- 
ington the treaty wiU be known as the 
"treaty of 
Washington" 
Among the 


most important of the world's treaties 
are the following: The treaty of West- 
phalia, 1648, which 
ended the thirty 


years' war. 
The peace of the Pyrenees, 


1659, definitely marked the fall of Spain 
from its position as the leader of Europe 
A historian says: "When Spain signed 
with Prance the peace of the Pyrenees 
she signed away with it the last rem- 
nant of the supremacy she had exer- 
cised in 
Europe 
Prance, the 
victor, 


tok the place of_ Spain in the councils 
of the continent,"" By the peace of Augs- 
burg, 1655, religious 
freedom was as- 


sured to Germany and the wars between 
Protestants and Catholics came to an 
end. 
The treaty of Utrecht in 1713 ter- 


minated the war of the Spanish succes- 
sion. 
A number of the most important treat- 


ies in modern history are known as the 
treaties ofParis. They are six in num- 
ber and bear the dates of 1763, 1783, 1814 
1815, 
1856 and 1898 
The first of the 


series marked the end 
of 
the seven 


years' war. 
Among other things it pro- 


vided for the cession to Great Britain of 
Canada and the region east of the Mis- 
sissippi river. The treaty of Paris, Sep- 
tember 3, 178S, between Great Britain 
and the United States, rmarked the close 
of the American revolution and recog- 
nized the independence of the colonies 
The aggressions of France under Na- 
poleon found 
their 
conclusion in the 


treaties of Paris of 1814 and 1S15, by the 
second of which Prance was compelled 
to pay an indemnity to the allies amount- 
ing in an to near $300,000 000. 


In 1856 a treaty of Paris was concluded 


among the powers at the close of the 
Crimean war. n provided that the Black 
sea should be neutralized and that it 
ihoold be thrown open to the merchant 
n arlne of every nation. The treaty of 
Paris of December 10, 18M, terminated 
tt« Spanish-American war.

In the national museum at Washington 
there are but three relics of John Paul 
Jones. These consist of an old flag which 
flew at the masthead of the Bonhommo 
Richard, an old flintlock musket, and a 
fierce-looking cutlass, both of which were 
captured from the Serapis when Captain 
Jones took that battleship in the famous 
naval engagement in September, 1779. The 
fiag which flew at the masthead of the 
Bonhomme Richard Is an interesting relic 
of the period. It. was originally sixteen 
feet Ions. It has twelve white stars in 
the blue background and four red and 
four white stripes. During the battle be- 
tween the Richard and the British frigate 
Serapis this flag was worn by the former 
ship, and it was borne to the British 
frigate by Captain Jones when he and his 
crew left the sinking Bonhomme Richard 
for the Serapis after its surrender.

to analyze, with Charles Stone, the waters of the rivers that are to be used for 
irrigation purposes; to examine .the silt In the river beds, and generally to pass as 
an expert upon the question'!! which must be answered before the Government 
decides to carry out proposed irrigation projects.'

Suffer From 
Insect Pests 


BBRKETiET, June 2*.—A notable sight 


on the x University of California campus 
these days is myriad moths that hover 
over the branches of the great oaks on 
the university campus, their attentions 
being such as to lead Professor C. M. 
Wood-worth, the entomological expert to 
declare that the Attacks of the insects 
constitute a menace to the life of the 
magnificent trees. last year a somewhat 
similar plague was ^experienced, but the 
visitations of the . moths this spring are 
very much more harmful, in the opinion 
of experts. 
Pour varieties of Insects have settled 
in swarms upon the oaks. One of these 
is said by Professor Woodworth to be 
the only specimen of the kind in Jh« 
United States. This moth Is called .the 
phryganidia. of the 
dioptidae 
family 
The moths hover over the trees in thou- 
sands. 
Their eggs are laid on the 
branches and leaves, to develop to a 
month into caterpillars. The,,caterpillars 
will • eat- the- leaves 
•• and - twigs 
unless 
checked by some method. It is proposed 
by Professor Woodworth to thoroughly 
spray the oaks, when the caterpillars are 
a few days old, hoping by this means to 
present serious damage. 
., 
/Besides this moth, the trees are lieins 
attacked bv the Tussick moth and the 
tent caterp'illar. -Th«ir action is similar 
to that of the first mentioned Insect. 
', 
Plant lice in great numbers are now at 
work on the. oak leaves. They suck the 
sap :from the leaves, leaving a secretion 
which develops into Qmgus.: eventually 
lilUng the leaves, after '-the fashion of 
jlack scale.

Adams anc 
Ewer last night insisted that in the event 
of the scavengers resuming operations the 
wagons be lined with metal inside and 
that at ail times in passing through the 
streets the wagons should be covered.

In bringing In the verdict 
the jury found that he came to his death 
by being electrocuted while fastening a- 
guy wire which made a complete circuit 
through his body when he placed his 
hands upon another guy wire that was 
made "hot" by coming in contact with a 


- live wire. Testimony of three witnesses 


was taken—J. McKeehan, the foreman of 
the construction party, H. .Holland, a 
lineman, and H. Quinn. a gardener.. 


McKeehan and 
Holland 
stated that 


. Doek went up the pole of the telephone 


company to fasten the guy that ran "into 
the ground for the purpose of bracing the 
pole. While on the pole he laid his hand 
upon the guy wire by the electric light 
pole, which .was supposed to be "dead." 


They testified that it had become live 


by rubbing across a wire that carried 2300 
volts into a motor in the Providence hos- 
pital. 
They stated that in the after- 


noon the guy wire that had caused the 
death had been taken down. 


Prior to the calling of the case, E. E. 


Jones, who had been summoned as a 
juror, came into the office and objected 
to serving on the jury because of the 
manner in which 
he had been

moned.

BALTIMORE, June 29.—A number or 


gigantic skeletons of prehistoric Indians, 
nearly eight feet tall, are reported to 
have been discovered along the banks of 
the Chaptank river in this State, by 
employes of the Maryland Academy of 
Sciences, and are now,at the Academy's 
building, where they are being articulated 
and restored. 


The collection comprises eight skele- 


tons, of which some are those of women 
and children. They are not all complete 
but all the larger, bones have been found 
and there is at least one complete, speci- 
men of a male adult. It is believed the 
remains are about 1000 years old. Signs 
of the camps of • later Indians also were 
revealed about ten feet above the grave:
